FBI estimates indicate that Juve­ 
nile crime increased substantially 
in 1956. 
The rise on a national 
level Is sufficient to cast doubt on 
the effectiveness 
of many pro­ 
grams of Juvenile aid. 
Tho figures for New York City, 
na released by its police commis- 
fioner, are especially sobering 
New York often reflects marked 
exaggerations of national trends. 
But evidently Its crime showing 
in more typical. 
And the size of 
th# figures gives them great im­ 
pact. 
For 1956 it had a 32 5 per cent 
increase rn crimes committed by 
children under 16 years. 
In the 
Id to IO group, the rise was 12 7 
per cent. 
Altogether, 8,714 boys and girls 
nuder 16 were arrested, as against 
6.571 In 1955. Those seized for ma­ 
jor crimes w ere.4,848. aa increase 
«f 27 per cent o\er 1955. 
In the 16 to 20 group, all arrests 
dollied nearly 14,000 in 1956, with 
arrests for major crimes rising 
to 5.418 for a percentage advance 
af 15 9. 
Not only the number of offenses 
but their nature gives cause for 
daap concern. 
This seems to be 
the age of pointless crime, exces­ 
sively cruel crime, and crime for 
mere sport 
To get 975 from an old man in 
a wheel chair, three boyg tortured 
bim. 
For a little ‘'sharpshooting” fun, 
four boys aged 13 to 15 singled out 
a 12 year-old lad on a street below 
their vantage point and killed him. 
Three 
sailors 
hunting 
for a 
church in Brooklyn on Christmas 
ave were stabbed by a pair of 15- 
year-olds. 
One sailor died of his 
wounds 
These are extreme but not iso­ 
lated instances which can be mul­ 
tiplied not only in New York but 
ta many cities in the United States. 
We don’t need to remind our-

we brush the matter off by observ­ 
ing that crime—committed by both 
young and old—has always been 
with us.

WASHINGTON - A lot of peo­ 
ple had a hand in saving the sev­ 
enteen Army funeral horses at Ft. 
Myer,

man who really saved them w»as 
the 
commander-in-chief, 
Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. Here Is the inside 
story of what happened. 
The man who chiefly wanted to 
get rid of the horses was the sec­ 
retary of defense, Charles E. Wil­ 
son, who has spent his life build­ 
ing horseless carriages and who is 
definitely anti-horse. 
He also has 
a mad on against the Veterinarian 
Corps, and ordered a survey of all 
the animals in the Army to see 
how many were really needed and 
why we needed any vets to care 
for them. 
The survey showed 116 horses, 
314 mules, and 950 dogs left 
in 
the Army. 
It also 
showed that 
horse drawn 
funerals were 
con­ 
siderably 
more 
expensive 
than 
motorized hearses. 
At this point 
and without waiting for an order 
from Secretary 
Wilson, 
General 
Wilkiston Palmer, vice chief 
of 
staff, ordered the end of horse- 
drawn funeral1 at Ft. Myer. Gen­ 
era! Maxwell Taylor, the A rm y’s 
chief of staff, was absent 
at the 
time. 
The reasons 
General 
Palm er 
moved without an OK from above, 
according to Pentagon sources, is 
that 
hp knew 
Secretary 
Wilson 
was anti-horse. His Pentagon crit 
ics also claim that General Palm ­ 
er 
was angling 
for the post of 
chief of staff after General Tay­ 
lor's retirement 
At any rate he signed the order 


Marshal], former chief of staff and 
former secretary of defense. 
He 
called the White House and ask­ 
ed to speak to the min who used 
to take wartime orders from him. 
Marshall once promoted Eisen­ 
hower from lieutenant colonel to 
lieutenant general in less than a 
year, also recommended him as 
commanding general for Europe. 
But 
Eisenhower didn’t 
take his 
call. 
Marshall had to settle for 
General 
Wilton 
Persons, 
Ike’s 
aid* whom he urged to keep the 
Ft. Myer horses. Persons relayed 
the message to the President. 
At this point the President him­ 
self 
intervened. 
He 
ordered 
horsedrawn funerals at Ft. Myer 
continued. 
It was just as simple 
as that. 
Note—One 
aftermath 
of 
the 
“battle of the Ft. Myer horses” 
Is that General Palmer, who or­ 
dered them out of the Army, 
is 
going to be out of the Army him­ 
self. 
It may be reversed later. 
But as of this writing, the plan is 
to retire Palmer 
He, instead of 
the Ft. Myer funeral horses, will 
be put out on pasture.
